three dozen laws passed by the first 
legislature of Oklahoma become ef­ 
fective tomorrow. These did not car­ 
ry the emergency clause and. un­ 
der the constitution, are actual stat­ 
utes JU) days after the adjournment 
of the legislature, May 25. The de­ 
lay of the application of the legis­ 
lative acts constituted a period dur­ 
ing which the referendum could have 
been invoked in connection with any 
of the measures, blit that method of 
ascertaining public sentiment was not 
resorted to in a single instance. 
One of the important laws that 
become effective tomorrow is that 
known as House Hill No. 357. creat­ 
ing a state criminal court of appeals 
to act in conjunction with the su 
preme court, as the prime intent 
of the meausure was for the pur­ 
pose of expediting legal business it 
carries a provision putting an end 
to the law January I, 19011, unless 


of the legislature. Some of the mem­ 
bers of the 
supreme 
bench 
have 
contended that by that time there 
will be no necessity of such a court. 
The appointment of three justices by 
the governor is provided. The salary 
is $3,500 a year. 
Another law of vital interest is 
Senate Bill No. 325, creating a state 
board of pardons, consisting of the 
state auditor, superintendent of pub­ 
lic instruction and the president of 
the board of agriculture. The board 
will pass on all paroles and par­ 
dons of commutations of .sentence, 
in short, every species of executive 
clemency recommended by the gov­ 
ernor. 
Judge Henry M. Furman of Ada, 
Okla., who sometime ago was tend­ 
ered 
the chief justiceship of the 
state criminal court of appeals, will 
reach Guthrie tomorrow’, 
when he 
will formally make known his in­ 
tentions relative to the acceptance of 
the chief justiceship.

The giraffe was on 
his feet in an instant, demanding rec­ 
ognition with both hind feet and his 
neck. 
“What? Protect Roosevelt? You go—”

Leo. 
“The gentleman from the tall pines will 
please not get so florid.” Then turning his 
back upon the giraffe, he continued: “The 
object of the auxiliary will be to afford as 
much security for the members of this 
society as may be obtained by cautionary 
measures within our commonwealth.

The habitues of the jungle disbanded and went 
their ways, the party in power determined that the 
only living ^cjt-president, -v wjien ± he became such, 
should not get the upper hand when he made his 
visit: 
Africa in search of game and the opposing 
minority determined to keep one eye on Roosevelt 
and the other on King Leo’s bunch. 
Bear shooting in the canebrakes of Louisiana or 
trailing Bruin in the Rockies is tame sport along­ 
side of that which Theodore Roosevelt will find in 
East Africa when he goes there after his term of 
office expires. 
It will be necessary to take over 
IOU men on the hunting expedition, if he goes after 
ah the big game to be found, and, judging from 
what the cartoonists say about him, it will be his 
l»u* pose to depietenhe fastnesses of the dark con­ 
tinent to the greatest possible extent H:>w will he 


show up against the lion, ele­ 
phant, bongo, - hippo, rhino, ze­ 
bra, tigers and smaller animals? From indications, 
the Democrats declare, there will be no jungles 
when Theodore leaves. 
Five thousand pounds of ammunition will be 
needed, six months’ food is an absolute neces­ 
sity and an expert declares that the cost from 
the tlme3. he steps onto-the continent until he 
leaves will aggregate about '$15,000. 
That 19 a 
large amount of money to put into six months’ 
hunting, but British and German sportsmen say 
it is worth the price. 
The real heart of the hunting regions of Afri­ 
ca is in Rhodesia. 
There are cannibals there, 
also hostile tribes, but Rooseveltian diplomacy may 
become a splendid asset, and backed up by his 
fighting experience gained on San Juan hill and 
in sparring bouts with the senate, there should be 
no serious danger. 
One of the features of the expedition will be 
shooting lions by night. 
This has been authori­ 
tatively announced by the magazine which is to 
pay Mr. Roosevelt $2 a word for his stories of the 
hunt. In stalking lions by night the president must 
use an automobile headlight, which African ar­ 
chives say King Leo hates. He dislikes it so much 
that each season several dozen natives are killed 
and carried away while carrying jungle torches. 
The lair of the lion must be baited with a live 
donkey. One of the hired help holds the light and 
the president holds the gun. always in readiness 
to end Leo’s career on sight. 
When the king of beasts is sighted, the native 
swings the spotlight full upon him and in the single 
instant that the lion is dazed by the glare, Mr.

AMERICAN YOUTH CARRIES OFF 


UNUSUAL LAURELS. 


Millington Drake Not Only Wins Dis­ 
tinguished Place In Scholarship, 
But Proves Crack Oarsman 
*' and Clever Actor.

Hunting the rhinoceros takes a lot 
more science than that which is 
needed for the lion in African jun­ 
gles. 
The rhino is more savage 
when wounded and as cunning as 


Millington 
Drake, 
an 
American 
youth, has 
achieved 
distinguishing 
success at Eton, the school of British 
aristocracy, after four years spent in 
the institution. In that brief time he 
has woo for himself two champion­ 
ships which make all other Etonians 
bow doWn before him. He is captain 
of the boats, which means that he is 
the crack oarsman of the school, and 
be is the best amateur actor the school 
has produced within the memory of 
living masters. 
Eton school is close to the* Thames, 
and rowing is one of the principal 
sports. 
The river there is narrow 
and tortuous, and while there is no 
business, upon it, it takes a skillful 
oarsman to guide a boat, for pleasure 
craft of all sorts, from big houseboats 
to slender racing shells, throng its 
surface. 
Almost all the Eton boys 
row' and it is the ambition of each to 
become captain of the boats. Milling­ 
ton Drake had to prove his progress 
with the oars beyond the peradventure 
of a doubt, but when he had proved it 
all Eton was delighted to honor him. 
Three years ago, when he was 16. he 
was stroke of the Eton eight, which 
won the Ladies’ Cup at the Henley re­ 
gatta. 
Last year he stroked a pair- 
oared boat, which made a record'time 
in the Eton school races. 
The first week in June of this year 
they held a water carnival, a historic 
pageant at Eton. 
As captain of the 
boats the American lad led the pro­ 
cession upon the river and was cheered 
by thousands upon the shores. 
They not only study plays at Eton, 
but they act them. 
The classes in 
French literature are specially fond 
of giving French plays, and this year 
the medium chosen for the display of 
their talents was 
that 
old 
farce, 
“Maitre Patella.” written and played 
in the thirteenth century and so well 
constructed that even to-day it is 
sometimes revived in French theaters. 
Millington Drake was selected to play 
the title role, one of keen satire and 
broad humor, requiring a great actor 
to portray 
it well. 
So well did the 
American youth play the rascally law- 
yer and so great was the enthusiasm 
he aroused at the performance on 
Speech day. June 4, that the event was 
deemed worthy of special cable dis­ 
patches to the American papers. 
Later on that same day he broke an­ 
other record at Eton. 
His recitation 


of a. passage from 
Moliere’s , “Le* 
Femmes Savantes” was, such a bril­ 
liant piece of work that he was re­ 
called, an unheard of event at the 
Etoo Speech day. Aa a general rule 
these performances are Just those of 
well-trained 
schoolboys, 
creditable, 
pBrhaps, but from a critical standpoint 
no more than mediocre. On this oc­ 
casion, however, the really fine, natur­ 
al histrionic genius 
of 
Millington 
Drake made the performance •'note­ 
worthy. Drake was ably supported by 
a son of Augustine Hirrell, chief sec­ 
retary of Ireland, on whom second hon­ 
ors were bestowed. 
/The Millington Drakes* fortune waa 
made in the stockyards of Chicago 
When the elder Drake died his son 
and the latter's wife went to travel in 


Europe. 
For nearly 20 years they 
have lived abroad almost all the time, 
visiting this country only occasionally. 
Young Drake was born in Paris. So 
it is no wonder that he speaks French 
well. 
The esprit de corps *of Eton is high, 
and no Etonian ever loses it, no mat­ 
ter how old he grows. It costs money 
to keep a boy there, and of this req* 
ulsite the Millington Drakes have no 
lack, as their splendid entertainments 
in London and Paris have often proved. 
Young Drake has still a short time 
to pass at Eton before he reaches the 
sixth form and is ready to go to Ox­ 
ford 
or 
Cambridge—or 
perhaps 
Harvard or Yale—and that he has won 
such signal honors In school Is an 
earnest of the brilliant career that is 
before him.

the cleverest of beasts. 
The 
ones we see - with circuses look 
as if they couldn’t run fast or 
far. Perhaps they can’t, but the 
one who is disturbed in his lair 
is declared to be the fastest thing 
afloat. The shot which is meant 
to kill the big brute must be 
placed just behind the shoulder. 
For there the skin is exceptional­ 
ly soft and the bullet will pierce 
his heart. 
Huntsmen 
say 
the 
safest precaution against disaster 
is to hit rhino there first. 
The 
same precaution holds true in 
the case of the elephant and hip­ 
po. 
Both are tough-skinned ani­ 
mals and terribly ferocious when 
cornered. His prey having been killed, the aides 
with the president will set to work to skin the 
beasts. 
But the most sought animal is the bongo, af­ 
ter which every African hunter is keen. It’s the 
rarest animal on the dark continent. 
Accord­ 
ing to one wealthy European, the market price 
for a single , specimen is-$6,000. The bongo is 
wilder and more timid than the American 
deer. 
The great continent of Africa for centuries has 
held civilized peoples in a hypnotic state. 
It 
simply teems with mysteries and to get at the 
bottom of these, thousands of lives have been 
snuffed out by wild beasts, natural formations 
of the country and tha novelists as welt Sta­ 
tistics, gathered between the years of 1801 and 
1876, have it that over one-third of the works of 
fiction of those generations were based on the 
darkest continent. 
Arabs, Portuguese, Dutch, French, Teutons 
and Britons have held sway in that order In the 
most populated parts of Africa. French, Dutch, 
Germans and English are still prevalent there 
and evidences of the subjects of Portugal and 
the wandering Arabs are still to be found in the 
style of building, customs and costumes. 
* The classics of Livingstone, Speke and Stan­ 
ley tell us what it was once like and now we 
are to have a present-day rehearsal by Roose­ 
velt himself. Africa confronts the traveler with 
the grandest, most mysterious, 
most difficult 
touring proposition that is to be found the world 
over. 


An ordinary bottle has become such 
a commonplace object that it is sel­ 
dom, lf ever, that one Is prompted to 
inquire how it is made. The process 
of manufacture, however, is highly in­ 
teresting and not un picturesque. 
The glass used for the purpose is 
contained in a white-hot liquid state, 
In enormous 
brick-covered 
circular 
tanks, beneath which are the furnaces. 
All round the sides, at regular inter­ 
vals through small arched openings, 
glimpses may be caught of the molten 
glass within. 
Beside each of these 
openings stands a man armed with a 
long iron pipe. 
When about to start to make a bot­ 
tle, the workman thrusts the end of 
his blow-plpe into the glass, at the 
same time twisting It round and round. 
This causes a small blob of liquid to 
adhere to the end. 
Quickly drawing 
this out into the open air, the bottle­ 
maker applies the other end to his 
mouth and blows in a small quantity 
of air. As contact with the open air 
rapidly cools the glass and renders it 
too tough to be susceptible to the in­ 
fluence of air pressure, it is again 


and after another visit to the heat of 
the furnace the glowing bubble of 
glass is placed in the bottle mould. 
The bottle moulds are made in two 
halves which spring apart at the neck 
to allow of the insertion of the glass, 
and are closed by means of 
a foot- 
pedal which the glass-blower operates 


at the same time that he blows suffi­ 
cient air down the blow-pipe to force 
out the superfluous glass and shape 
the bottle. 
The red-hot bottle, still adhering to 
the end of the blow-pipe, is then with­ 
drawn, each worker marking the bot­ 
tles made by himself with his own par­ 
ticular mark with a piece of chalk for 
subsequent identification. 
The neck is then - severed with a 
steel instrument, the bottle falling into 
the basket below. 
The glass-blower, who works on 
piece-work, and is paid by the number 
of bottles he produces, has now noth­ 
in*? further'to do with the bottle, 
which, however, has to undergo a fur­ 
ther process known as annealing. Fbr 
this purpose the bottles, while still of 
a dull red heat, are placed on racks In 
special brick-lined furnaces, In which 
they are laid gradually to cool off. It 
is upon this process of annealing that 
the glass of which the bottles are 
made depends for Its subsequent quali­ 
ty. The great danger to be avoided la 
extreme brittleness. 


thrust into the heat of the furnace, the 
operator rotating the blow pipe during 
this operation in order to prevent the 
re-netting glass from 
dropping off. 
Upon withdrawing it a second 
still larger bubble of air is injected,

bow dowto before him 
He is captain 


of the boats which means that be is 
the crack oarsman of the school, and 
be is the beat amateur actor the school 
has produced within the memory of 
living masters 


Eton school is close to the Thames 


and rowing is one of the principal 
sports 
The river there is narrow 


and tortuous, and while there is no 
buslnwui upon It, It takes a skillful 
oarsman to guide a boat, for pleasure 
craft of all sorts from big houseboats 
to slender racing sheila, throng its 
surface 
Almost all the Eton boys 


row and it is the ambition of each to 
become captain of the boats 
Milling- 


ton Brake had to prove his prowess 
with the oars beyond the peradventure 
of a doubt but when he had proved it 
all Eton wan delighted to honor him 


Three >ears ago *hen he was 16 he 


was stroke of the Eton eight which

BIRTH OF A BOTTLE 


INTERESTING LIFE HISTORY OF 


THIS IMPORTANT ARTICLE. 


Successive Steps Through Which the 


Liquid Glass Passes Before the 


•ottle Is Ready to Begin 


It* Ueeful Mission. 


An ordinary bottle has become such 


a commonplace object that it Is set 
dom. If ever that one Is prompted to 
Inquire how It is made 
The process 


of manufacture, however, is highly In 
terestlng and not unplcturesque 


The glass used for the purpose Is 


contained In a white hot liquid state. 
In enormous 
brick covered circular 


tanks, beneath which are the furnaces 
All round the sides, at regular inter 
vals through small arched openings 
gUmpses may be caught ot the'ttolten 
glass within 
Beside each of these 


openings stands a man armed with a 
long Iron pipe 


When about to start to make a hot 


tie, the workman thrusts the end of 
his blow pipe into the glass, at the 
same time twisting It round and round 
This causes a small blob of liquid to 
adhere to the end 
Quickly drawing 


this out into the open air, the bottle 
maker applies the other end to bis 
mouth and blows In a small quantity 
of air As contact with the open Kir 
rapidly cools the glass and renders It 
too tough to be susceptible to the In 
fluence of air pressure, it 
IB again 


thrust Into the beat of the furnace, the 
operator rotating the blow-pipe during 
this «peratton In order to prevent the 
re-nwttlng glass from dropping off 
U»oix wlUMfcwing it a second fift a 
•till larger bubble of air Is Injected, 


and after another visit to the heat of 
the furnace the glowing bubble ol 
glass Is placed In the bottle mould 


The bottle moulds are made In two 


halves which spring apart at the neck 
to allow of the insertion ot the glass, 
and are closed by means of a foot- 
pedal which the glass-blower operates 


at the same time that he blow* suffi- 
cient air down the blow-pipe to fore* 
out the superfluous glass and shape 
the bottle 


The red hot bottle, still adhering to 


the end of the blow pipe, Is then with- 
drawn, each worker marking the bot- 
tles made by himself with bis own par* 
tlcular mark with a piece ot chalk for 
subsequent Identification 


The neck-is th'en~ severed with • 


steel Instrument, the bottle falling Into 
the basket below 


The glass-blower, wbo works OB 


piece-work, and is paid by tbe number 
of bottles.ie produces, has now noth- 
lng#fvrfher'to do -with- tbe i bottle, 
which, however, has to undergo a fur- 
ther process known as annealing For 
this purpose the bottles, while still of 
a dull red heat, are placed on racks In 
special brick lined furnace*, In which 
they are laid gradually to cool off 
It 


Is upon this process ot annealing that 
tbe glass of which tbe bottles are 
made depends for Its subsequent quali- 
ty The great danger to be avoided la 
extreme brlttleness.

BIRTH OF A BOTTLE 


INTERESTING LIFE HISTORY OF 


THIS IMPORTANT ARTICLE. 


Successive Steps Through Which the 


Liquid Glass Passes Before the 


•ottle le Ready to Begin 


It* Ueeful Million. 
' 


An ordinary bottle has become such 


a commonplace object that it Is sel 
dom, if ever that one is prompted to 
Inquire how it Is made 
The process 


of manufacture, however, is highly In 
terestlng and not unpicturesque 


The glass used for the purpose is 


contained In a white hot liquid state. 
In enormous 
brick covered circular 


tanks, beneath which are the furnaces 
All round the sides, at regular inter 
vals through small arched openings 
gUmpses may be caught ot the'ttolten 
glass within 
Beside each of these 


openings stands a man armed with a 
long iron pipe 


When about to start to make a hot 


tie, the workman thrusts the end of 
his blow pipe Into the glass, at the 
same time twisting It round and round 
This causes a small blob of liquid to 
adhere to the end 
Quickly drawing 


this out into the open air, the bottle 
maker applies the other end to bis 
mouth and blows In a small quantity 
of air 
As contact with the open Kir 


rapidly cools the glass and renders It 
too tough to be susceptible to the In 
fluence of air pressure. It 
IB again 


thrust Into the heat of the furnace, the 
operator rotating the blow-pipe during 
this «peratton In order to prevent the 
re-nwtting glass from dropping off 
U»oir< wltattfewlng it a second fift a 
•till larger bubble of air IB Injected, 


and after another visit to the heat of 
the furnace the glowing bubble ol 
glass is placed In the bottle mould 


The bottle moulds are made in two 


halves which spring apart at the neck 
to allow of the insertion ot the glass, 
and are closed by means of a foot- 
pedal which the glass-blower operates 


at the same time that he blow* suffi- 
cient air down the blow-pipe to force 
out the superfluous glass and ahape 
the bottle 


The red hot bottle, still adhering to 


the end of the blow pipe, Is then with- 
drawn, each worker marking the bot- 
tles made by himself with his own par* 
- 


tlcular mark with a piece ot chalk for 
subsequent Identification 


The neck-la' t»en- severed with • 


steel Instrument, the bottle falling into 
the basket below 


The glass-blower, who works OB 


piece-work, and is paid by the number 
'*• 


of bottles.ie produces, has now noth- 
lng#fvrfher'to do -with- tbe ibotMe. 
which, however, has to undergo a fur- 
ther process known as annealing For 
this purpose the bottles, while still of 
a dull red heat, are placed on racks In 
special brick lined furnaces, In which 
they are laid gradually to cool off 
It 


Is upon this process ot annealing that 
the glass of which the bottles are 
*C 


made depends for Its subsequent quail- 
ty 
The great danger to be avoided la 


extreme brlttleness.
